Towns in the interior are not heard 
from yet, and: until reports are re- 
ceived from them the total number of 
killed will not be known. Probably

coast towns.

A CHAMPAGNE WAR, 


The Anti-phylioxera Agitation and 
Its Young Leader. 

Paris, Aug. 21.—[{[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Figaro says that the 
anti-pbylloxera campaign in the cham- 
pagne districts is led by an educated 
Parisian youth of 19, named Lemare. 
He wrote a pamphlet. and started a 
weekly paper, La Revolution Cham- 
pagnoise, to advocate bis views and to 
incite the peasants themselves to reap 
the profits of their work instead of 
merchants.

A scheme is on foot by which the militia 
of all the States will be put under national 
pay and supervision. lt was started by 
officers of the regular army atthe encamp- 
ment of State militia at Camp Wyckham 
the other day, and circulars and personal 
letters concerning it are now flying thick 
and fast about the country. lt is the most 
radical pian to change the condi- 
tion of the militia of the coun- 
try that has arisen since the 
war. Lieut. Robert E. Evans, Twelfth 
Infantry, and Lieut. Joseph B. Satchelor, 
‘Twenty-fourth Infantry, gavea resumé of 
the plan tothe encampment. After making 
careful comparison of the standing army of 
the United States with those of other coun- 
tries, they concluded that something must 
be done to dignify the militia forces of this 
country. ‘he constitution of the associa- 
tion of National Guards of the United 
States provides that National Guards of the 
various States may be enrolied in the Na- 
tional Guards of the United States, remaino- 
ing under State controilin time of peace, but 
being immediately available for  na- 
tional defense in case of war. 
‘Lhe Governor of any State will forward to 
the Secretary of Wer the application of any 
company of not lessthan sixty men who 
desire to join the association. Each cavairy 
troop wili be paid #5000 the first year it is 
organized and $5000 for subsequent years. 
The artillery receives the same. lofautry 
companies get $1000 each. 

Lieuts. Evans and Batchelor said that the 
organization is to be effected by a bill 
which Congress was to be asked to pass at 
the coming session. Petitions are being 
gotup in all States, and the movement is 
widespread, but has been kept quiet untii it 
leaked out at Camp Wyckham.

PortTsmMoutTH (England) Aug. 21.— 
[By Cable and Associated Press.] 
(Jueen Victoria visited the French 
fleet today. At2 p.m., when the signal 
to dress ship was given, all the British 
war vessels saddenly let out their 
bunting, fying masses of bright flags 
of allshapes and many colors. The 
French fleet also dressed ship, and the 
three lines of fine warships riding to a 
sea which Kept them tugging at their 
anchors, appeared remarkably pow- 
erful. 

The Queen embarked upon the royal 

yacht Alberta at East Cowes, H.M.S. 
Invincible firing a royal salute and the 
crew manning the yards. Outside the 
harbor the Alberta ran alongside the 
royal yacht Victoria and Albert, a 
handsome vessel of 2470 tons, and the 
Queen was transferred to that larger 
and gafer vessel. The Victoria and 
Albert was accompanied by the royal 
yachts Alberta and Osborne. A nume- 
ber of private steam yachts and several 
steumers loaded with pleasure-seekers 
started for Spithead in order to receive 
the French and British fleets. Assoon 
as the Victoria and Albert, flying the 
royal standard, entered the lines of 
warships, H. M. 8. Camperdown, the 
British flagship, signalled to man the 
yards, and with wonderful rapidity the 
blue jackets swarmed up and out. 
When the Victoria and Albert entered 
the line of ironciads royal salutes were 
fired from the British ships, and as the 
royal yacht approached the French 
squadron the vessels composing it also 
thundered out royal sabutes. 
\ After passing down one of the lines 
of the British and French war vessels, 
the Victoriaand Albert returned up 
the other line, and in doing so brought 
up alongside the French flagship Ma- 
rengo. The French commander-in- 
chief, Admiral Gervais, then went on 
board the roval yacht and paid his re- 
spects tothe Queen of England. The 
Admiral and Queen conversed to 
gether for some time, exchanging in- 
ternational compliments of the usual 
order, and then the Admiral returned 
on board his flagsbip. 

The Victoria and Albert continued 
her slow steaming through the lines of 
the battleships. ‘that ceremony com- 
pleted, the warships again belched 
forth anether series of royal salutes 
over the Portsmouth,waters.

THE RAILRUADS, 


ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS SURVEY- 
ING PARTY IS WORKING, 


The Coronado and the Lower Call- 
fornia Roads—Reported That 
Santa Fe Men Have 
a Grievance. 


A party of surveyors left Santa Cruz on 
the 15th to run a line for a railroad between 
that city and Fresno, ‘They are in the em- 
ploy of H. B. Hobson, who is popularly 
credited with having some pretty extensive 
backing, whose natnre, however, is kept 
secret. In conversation recently with a 
Chronicle reporter that gentleman said in 
regard to the projected road: “The pro- 
posed line will ran from Santa Cruz to 
Aptos, about nine miles, over nearly the 
sane country as the Southern Pacific line. 
This is made necessary on account of the 
hilly land, but from Aptos we will go 
through the lower end of Santa Cruz 
county by a more northerly route than 
the other line, and tap a more fertile and 
productive part of the county. In fact the 
Southern Pacific Company has frequently 
contemplated giving up the present line, 
which was origisally built by private parties 
toopen up their lamds, and running their 
track about where we propose to run ours, 
Leaving Aptos our line wiilrun near Cor- 
ratitos, through the fertile Green VaHey to 
Watsonville. From Watsenville the line 
will quickly enter San Benito county and 
run through the San Miguel Cafiqn to San 
Juab, tapping the wondertul San Jean Val- 
ley. Passing through the center of this val- 
ley the road will cross San Benito River at 
its narrowest point opposite ‘the Saddie’ in 
the ‘Flint hills.” From there it will go 
through level and productive ranches to 
San Felipe. ‘This part of the route was sur- 
veyed in 1882 by the Atlantic and Pacific 
Kailro.d, and again in 1885 by Co!. Bridges, 
then chief engineer of the United States 
Central Railroad. 

THE PENINSULAR ROAD IN SAN DIEGO. 

The Coronado Railroad Company filed in 
_the office of the County Clerk at San Diego 
amended articles of incorporation. The 
amendments made are important and sig- 
pificant when consideredin connection with 
the construction of the Peninsular rail- 
way. The first amendment provides for 
the continuation of the railway from its 
present terminus at. the foot of Tl ifth 
street to a point between C and D streets 
—which means the California Southern 
station—which was grimted by the city 
for a union depot. The second amend- 
nent provides fur a continuation of the 
Corenado Railroad from a point “at or near 
South San Diego, and extending in a

THE COURTS, 


Supreme Court Decisions Re- 
ceived Yesterday, . 


THE BURKETT-GRIFFITH CASE 


Informations Filed Before Judge 
Shaw-—-Henry Smiley Changes 
His Plea from Gullty to 
Not Gulity. 


Deputy Clerk Ashmore of the Supreme 
Court received three decisions from head- 
quarters yesterday for filing in thiscity. 

In the case of Heory Miller (appellant) 
vs. Bernardino Cueiho (respoudent) the 
judgment and order of the trial court, de- 
nying a new trial, are affirmed, The action 
was for the recovery of land, and plaintiff 
is undoubtedly the owner of the legal sub- 
divisions described in his complaint, the 
only question in the case being whether a 
certain spring in defendant’s possession was 
situated within the limits of such subdiyis- 
ions as originally surveyed by the Govern- 
ment, the monuments of the original sur- 
vey baving been obliterated. 


The case of Bates (respondent) vs. the 
county of Santa Barbara et al., (appellants) 
is remanded with directions tu the lower 
court to modify the judgment by strikiug 
out from the amounts aliowed to the several 
Claimants the sum of $32.20; the judgmont, 
when thus modified, to stand affirmed. 

On October 2, 1888, defendants, Booty and 
Holmes entered into an agreement with 
defendants, the county of Santa Barbara, 
to erect fur the latter on a public biock in 
the city of Santa Barbara, a brick building 
to be used by the county asa ball of records, 
for the sum of $19,850. ‘his contract was 
reduced to writing, but was never signed 
by any officer of the county. Tne Star 
Brick and Supply Company began the con- 
siruction of the building; but in August, 
1889, Booty aud Holmes assumed control, 
abd finally turned over the building on 
September 11, 1589, when it was accepted by 
the county. Bates performed services and 
furnished materials under contract with the 
brick company and it is for their compensa- 
tion that the action is brought. ‘The 
County Supervisors reserved $7559 from the 
contract price to pay the dema:ds of plain- 
tiff, who filed their claims as required by 


aw. 

The Board of Supervisors, however,” re- 
fused to payany of them until the same 
were reduced to judgment. Thereupon this 
action was Commenced against the county 
for the sums of @6551,73, amveunt of piain- 
tiffs’ bill; €37.40, cost of filing and record- 
ing notices, and $850 attorneys’ fees. 

‘The court below rendered judgments 
against the county for their claims accord- 
ing to their respective ranks, with interest 
thereon and costs and attorneys’ fees of $30 
for each claimant, thes metobe paid out 
of the $7859 set aside by the board, and that 
the claims of the brick company and Booty 
& Hoimes were subordinate to these, and 
incase the fund was found insufficient, 
Booty & Holmes and the supply company 
would be liable for the deficiency, and that 
the plaintiffs were entitied to a lien against 
the building, 

The judgment was entered except that no 
lien was deciared upon the building. The 
county paid the judgment and Booty & 
Holmes and the brick company appeal the 
case. ‘Lhe funds heid by the county were 
more than sufficient to pay all the claims. 

The Supreme Court holds that the lower 
court erred in allowing each claimant $2.20 
for filiog his iien aud #30 attorneys’ fees. Lu- 
asmuch as no lien could bejacquired by any 
of the plaintiffs because a couuty building 
is not subject toa lien, no expense in at- 
tempting to secure one should be allowed. 
The statute does not in express terms pro- 
vide for counsel fees except in cases of lien, 
and of course such fees cannot be allowed 
unless expressly authorized by law. 

Judgment is affirmed aisoin the ease of 
Frank Burkett (appellant) vs. G. J. Grif- 
hth (respondent). The pi intiff brought 
this action to recover the sum of $25,000 
damages caused by certain false and ma- 
licious statements alleged to have been 
made by defendant concerning certain 

roperty of the plaintiff. Defendant de- 

urred to the compiaint upon the grounds 
of insufficiency and uncertainty, and from 
a judgment entered upon an order sustain- 
ing this demurrer, piaint ff appealed. It 
ws alleged ip the complaint thatin August, 
1888, the plaintilf was the owner of a cer- 
tain leasehold interest, with option and 

rivilege of purchasing two tracts of land 

n Los Angeies county, and that one Ar- 

thur Sketcfiley was then mg and 
treating with him for the purchase of one- 
balf of the same for $25,000. Defendant, 
however, publicly stated to divers per- 
suus aud plaintiff “that he, plaintiff, had 
broken the covenants of his leases and had 
furfeited all rights thereunder,” thereby 
intimidating Sketchiey and causing him to 
withdraw his «ffer. Supreme Court 
hoids that the defendant’s co.wection with 
the withdrawal of Sketchley is too rem»te to 
render him liable, and therefure that the 
complaint fails to state a cause of action. 


Court Notes.

It will be remembered that for some 
weeks past a man, answering the Greck’s 
description bas spent his evenings chasing 
little girls in the southern part of the city, 
and’ whenever he would catch one he 
amused himself by kissing them and fond- 
ling them in a most obscene manner. ‘The 
officers and detectives have suspected the 
Greek for several weeks, but he was so sly 
that they could not catch him until yester- 


ay. 

A few days ago a man who answers 
Morros’s description stole a buggy on First 
street and started out fora drive. He soon 
overtook a twelve-year-old girl and induced 
her to take a ride with him. Hedrove out 
in the country near Fiorence and made his 
way intoaciumpof gum trees, when he 
a.tempted to vutrage the child aud left her 
in the buggy where she remained untila 
little Mexican boy came aiong and found 
hercrying.

Directors. 


MAJ. JONES ON CHEAP LANDS 


He Corrects Sev>ral Misstatements 
by the San Francisco Press— 
An Interasting Report 
~—Resolutions. 


The board of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce met in reguiar session last night, 
in the secretary’s office, with Vice-Presi- 
dent Germain in the chair and Secretary 
Willard present. 


Maj. Jones presented a report 6n his visit 
to San Francisco, where ke attended a 
meeting of the Stite Board of Trade. He 
simply wished to currect statements made 
in San Francisco newspapers. He sug- 
gested that the secretary secure land re- 
ports from the Southern Pacific land de- 
partment, as heis of the opinion that east- 
ern people should be informed as to the 
prices of cheap lands, He read a paper on 
this subject before the State board and told 
them that they should not send out boom 
literature. His repert read as follows: 

“As momber of the Executive Committee 
for the State Board of ‘Trade, I was present 
at the meeting of that cummiuttee on Tues- 
day last, Lith inst. « 

**The principal subject before the commit- 
tee at that mecting was that of che p lands. 
Your secretary had solicited reports from a 
number of persons who were ‘considered 
likely to furnish the desired information. 
But few, h: wever, answered and most of 
those misunderstood his request. IL utilized 
as faras possible the answers furnished and 
embodied them in a report—condensed— 
which accompanies this report and which 
being delayed to the last minute by failure 
to receive enough matter to answer the 
purpose, needs revision and correction, 

“ln the newspaper accounts of the meet- 
ing 1 am reported as saying something 
about lands on the borders of Nevada. 
Another member referred to the price of 
lands in San Bernardino county, and I 
stated that 1 had been informed by an 
owner of lands on alarge scale in the region 
between Etiwanda and Rialto on the Call- 
fornia Southern Railroad that he- had 
bought a piece of land without water as 
good as any in that locality and near his 
own for $10 per ucre, though the supposed 
lowest price w.s $25 or 330° per acre, and 
that 1 could get such iand at the same price 
by taking my time aboutit.

when whatever was furnished would be 
tound to be abs» lutely reilable and vouched 
for by the chamber, 

“My State board report inclosed bas yet 
to be much condensed—all surplus verbiage 
stricken outand every statement therein 
verified tu the last possible degree, and so 
must all additions be that are made to it. 

“The general report made by the board 
will be of much value and so widely circu- 
iated that the county should be thoroughly 
represented in it. Representatives of other 
counties will take care of their cheap lands, 
so that we oucht not to be expected to em- 
body outside lands in our lists—and indeed 
their representatives may resent our inter- 
fering in their affairs.

These are the otficial figures pub- 
lished by the Treasury Department’s 
Bureau of Statistics, as far as the 
items of our exports to Great Britain 
are given in the bureau’s monthly re- 
ports. They show that our exports 
are increased ip as many items as they 
are decreased, there being exactly 
twenty-three gains and twenty-three 
losses in the items given, and that the 
aggregate shows an average gain of 
about 3 per cent. in our total exports 
to the United Kiugdom. 


IMPROVED FINANCIAL OUTLOOK.

‘That is 
a matier, however, thut can only be deter- 
mined by experience. ltis not to be over- 
looked in this connection that the active cir- 
culation of the country has increased some 
$70,000,000 during the last twelve months, 
which, in the absence ofany increase in 
the tr de of the country, should pass for an 
eiement of some importance in estimating 
the prospects of the money market.

A Climatic Danger. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 21.—[{To the 
Editor of THE TiMzEs.| There is a re- 
markable concensus of opinion among 
the ola residents of Los Angeles, and 
Southern California generally, that 
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moon, is chiefly responsible for present 
weather conditions. In indication of 
this view, permit me to mention that 
before the Historical Society.’ on Feb- 
ruary 2, in a lecture on the ‘‘Herschell 
Rule,’ and subsequenty in a circular 
weather forecast for August, 1 said: 
*“Rain—i. @, cloudiness enough to 


make raih—the latter result de- 
pending upon enough condensing 
force in the air—from about 


4th to 12th, 12th to 19:h, 19th to 26:h 
and 261m to 30th. Were it a winter 
month it would be very rainy. Will 
this be a pivotal month for the season 
of 91-92?” at this time (2d Feb- 
ruary) there had been very little 
rain, and there was general anxiety 
throughout the State in cousequence. 
The forecast stated that between then 
and July eleven rains were probable. 
Nine occurred. 

I also wrota to certain in- 
terested railroad sxuthborities that 
August would probably exhibit great 
meteorological disturbences atthe East, 
Northeast and North, and not unlikely, 
wasbouts east of here wouid occur. 
From the above; évidently, present 
weather conditions were not unantici- 
pated. Permit me-to add that present 
conditions are to continue until 
about the 6:b of ‘September, when 
there may be a week of cooler weather. 
As it may interest the farmers, I con- 
tinue the forecast of weather proba- 
bilities made in January. 

If it is sufficiently cool we are likely 
to have rain irom the ilth to the 17th 
of September, and 17th to 24th if the 
wind be south weat, south or east. 
October: Rain from about 17th ‘to 
24th and to 3lst. 

November: Rain from about Ist t 


something bas changed our usually de- 
lightiul summer climate. In this ta- 
vored region, where it bas been the 
boast that one could sleep undera 
blanket every bight inthe year, we 
have had for days and weeks past 
nights so close, humid and oppressive 
that one could easily imagine himseif 
in New York orlodiana. Blankets 
have been tubooed, and even linen has 
been too much covering fur the per- 
spiring Soutbern Californian. 

The day bours have been equally dis- 
agreeable with that*‘stickiness’’ that 
Only the denizens of moist atmospheres 
are familiar with, and the opinion is 
general that this great and unwelcome 
chauge is caused by the evaporation 
of the lake recently formed at Salton 
on the Colorado Desert to the eastward 
oi us. Even our coast resorts expe- 
rience a great change in the tempera- 
ture, and San Diego swelters and 
steams along with the rest of us. 

It this decided change in our sum- 
mer weatier has come to stay, is it not 
fair to presume that a like change will 
take place in our winter climate, for if 
we bave an “eastern summer’’ we may 
surely expect an ‘eastern winter’’. 
The great body of water that lies be- 
tween Sal and the Colorado River 
will certainly ciuse'trémendous snow- 
falls in our mountains and possibly and 
probably in the valleys where now our 
Orauge groves are tnings of beauty and 
profit, If such is the case there is 
a danger menacing our great money 
makiug product contronting us, and 
while we donot desire to appear as 
alarmisis, it behooves our people to 
look this climatic danger squarely in 
the face and to take steps to abate it. 
The attention of our Senators and Con- 
gressmen is invited to this question for 
it is one that the General Government 
will be called upon to meet; but other 
steps should be taken. A _ com- 
mission should be appointed by 
the southern counties with power 
lo investigate the sibject fully. 
A thorough survey should be“made of 
the situation at the Oulorado aud Gare- 
ful and reliable reports prepared that 
will go to enlighten the people as well 
as our National Legislature. 

The danger certainly threatens aod 
the destruction of one of our orange 
crops would cost us far more than it 
would toopen up’the old channel of 
t:.e Colorado and drain the. new lake 
into it; besides, such a caiamity wouid 
retard the growth and prosperity of 
this great section for a decade. 

We have sounded the warning cry. 
W hat official will be the first to move 
in the matter?

MUTINY AT SEA. 


SERIOUS OUTBREAK ON AN AT- 
LANTIC LINER. 


The Ringleader Attacks the Captain 
and is Shot Dead—The Mu- 
tineers in Jalil at 
Rotterdam. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 21.—({By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Capt. Bakker of the 
Netherland line steamship Obdam, 
which reached this port last night, re- 
ports that twenty-four hours after 
leaving port on bis last trip be became 
aware of a plot among the firemen and 
stokers to take possession of the ship. 
He went down intothe furnace room 
and was greeted with hisses. Next 
day the vessel was stopped without 
orders from her officers. While they 
were inquiring the cause of the stop- 
page the chief engineer oame rushing 
on deck stating that the mon had 
drawn the fires from the furnaces and 
threateved his life. 


+ Thecaptain went below and asked 
what the trouble was. The crowd re- 
plied with a general howl,and Peter 
Duzen, who was spokesman for the 
crowd, said: **We have grown tired of 
this life and intend to run things to 
suit ourselves.”’ 

After some more talk in a similar 
strain, Duzen picked up a beavy iron 
p:ck and sprang at Bakker. The latter 
drew a revolver and fired, hitting 
Duzen, who fell to the floor and ex- 
pired a couple of hours later. ‘I'he rest 
of the mutineers immediately returned 
to work, Duzen’s body was buried at 
sea. 

On arrival of the steamer at Rotter- 
dam Lakker had the mutineers arrested 
and gave himself up on a charge of 
murder. He was placed under $10,000 
bonds to appear for trial ou the return 
of bis vessel to port. 

Shipping men*are confident that he 
will be promptly acquitted. ‘I'nere 
were 300 passengers on board the 


mutiny. 

Duzen was a native of Holland. 
Papers in his bag showed him to have 
been a leading Socialist and to Lave 
borne a bad character. 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 21.—In the Socialist 
congress ioday Mr. Sprew of the Eng- 
lish Firemen’s and Seamen’s Union 
made aspecial address, in which he 
said thata few weeks ago the capiain 
of a steamer running between New 
York and Rotterdam so badly fed his 
crew that one of them became too ill 
to work. The captain ordered bim to 
resume work and then shot him dead.

TORN BY BzARS. 


‘Terrible Fight of a Coiorado Hunter 
with Two Brutos. 

Kaneas City, Aug. 16,—|Corre- 
spoudence.} Probably one of the best- 
known hunters and prospectors of 
Colorado is old John Yule. Yule has 
been inthe mountains for over twenty- 
five years, aud makes a specialty of 
bear bunting. He is nowin Kansas 
City’ recuperating from his latest ex- 
perience with the animals. Yule was 
so badly torn that he concluded to 
come here, where be has relatives, and 
spend the summer while he is under- 
going treatment for his injuries. Yule 
tells the following story of the adven- 
ture which nearly cost him his life: 

“J was up near the beadwaters of 
the Tumicbe Creek one day early this 
spring when the snow was going off 
rapidly. It wus rather warm for the 
season,and very sloppy and muddy. 
Near tte top of the bill I noticed a bear 
track which I knew had been made the 
night before, and followed it untill 
saw where it entered into a cave or 
cleftintherocks. From the general 
nature of the ground | knew thet the 
bole was not deep, so I determined to 
smuke the old fellow out. I built a 
fire at tbe mouth of the hole, and it 
had barely got to going before a big 
cinnamon bear came rushing out and 
knocked me vver as ke ran. [ quickly 
got my gun and pumped lead inio bim 
xs be ran, but while doing this 
another» bear came out of the 
hole and almost ran over me I 
guve bim a snot, but instead of 
running offas the other did, he gave 
fight and knocked my gun from me at 
the first blow. I bad my knife, and we 
bad a bard tussel, but he fell dead just 
as I was about to give up from exhaus- 
tion. I had hardly got my breath be- 
fore the other bear came back looking 
for afight also. I tried to got my guu, 
but he waa on me before I could reach 
it. I made adesperate slash for his 
throat, and then as he took my left 
arm between his teeth and began to 
hug and bite me, [felt for his heart, 
The pain in my urm was 8o great that 
I fainted, and when I recovered I found 
myself iying in the dead bear’s arms. 
My last blow bad sent the knife di- 
rectly through his heart. I had to slit 
the muscles of his jaws before 1 could 
get my arm out of his mouth.”

THE WATER QUESTION. 


An Amicable Adjustment 
Seems Imminent. 


WHAT WE PAY TAXES FOR 


Where the. Money Goes—Severely 
Kicked by a Horse—Masonic 
Meeting—Personal Men-~ 
tion and Brevities. 


A special meeting of the directors of 
the Lake Vineyard Water Company 
was held ‘Thursday evening. A full 
board was present with the exception 
of Mr. Craig. 

A petition was read from E. E. 
Spalding, askiag the company to lay « 
pipe on Colorado street from Marengo 
avenue to his new bouse and grant him 
permission to make a two-inch con- 
nection with thesame, On motion of 
Trustee Clarke it was decided to lay a 
four-inch pipe on Euclid avenue from 
Villa to Colorado street. Mr. Spald- 
ing’s petition, referring to the size of 
connection, was referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee. 


A petition from T. F. Stetson and 
others asking permission to run a 
water cart daily on Culorado street east 
of the city limits was read and laid on 
the table. 

After some other routine business 
bad been transacted the ohief subject 
of the meeting came up for discussion 
in the shape of the following resotu- 
tion passed by the Pasadena Water 


Company at its last meeting relative to 


the development of water at Devil’s 
Gate: 

Resolved, that we will join the P., L. 
V., L. and W. Company in ihe follow- 
ing developments: 

**First—The waters of the Wilson 
springs, by tunneling or otherwise, in 
such manner and to such extent as the 
two bourds of directors may agree 


upon. 
rSecond—The waters of the Rich- 
ardson springs, whenever the title 
thereto and the right so to do may be 
determined by the courts. 
“Third—The waters of the Flutter 
Wheel springs, as such, by tunneling

SOME FIGURES RELATING TO THE NEW 

TAX RATE. 
In explanation of the fact that the 


city tax rate has been made a little 
higher than tbat charged during the’ 


past fiscal year, some interesting fig- 
“ures furnisbed by City Clerk Cambell 
are given below: 

The total estimated expenses for 
running the city during tha year en- 
suing, as computed by Mr. Cambull, 
amount to $55.395.25. This is divided 
up as follows: Principal on fire and 
sewer bonds, $9600; interest on same, 
$8160; principal on library bonds, $425: 


interest on same, $565.25; clerk and 


assessor’s department. $2700, of which 
about $1500 belongs to the assessor’s 
and $1200 to the cierk’s department; 
library department, $1685; tire depart- 
ment, $5700; police department, $2000; 
public printing, #610; street depart- 
ment, $5500; street-sprinkling depart- 
ment, $5500; street. lighting depart- 
ment. 000; tax collector’s depart- 
ment, ; attorney’s depariment, 
$1100; rebate on taxes, $200; recorder’s 
department expenses, $200; estimated 


' receipts, $500, which would net a profit 


of $300; engineer’s department, $1100: 
miscellaneous items, including $1000 
rent for city ball $1600. 

The estimated receipts are: Library, 
$320, recorder’s department, $300; re- 
demption of tax saies, $490; from dog 
licenses, $150. The cash in the fire and 
sewer sinking fund amounts to $560; in 


' the library sinking fund, $60 and ip the 


other funds to $2500, making a total of 
$4220 to the city’s credit. ‘This leaves 
a total tax of $51,075.25 to be raised. 
The tax rate as fixed upon will net a 
total of about $50,000. As the figures 


- judicate, the principal and interest on 


the diffeyent bonds and the street 
sprinkling and lighting form important 
items in the expense account. 

Last year it was estimated that the 
expenses would amount to $52,877.75, 
but they have exceeded this amount by 
several thousand dollars. The deticit 
was provided for by the saleof bonds 
to the amount of $10,000, some of which 
money went toward paying off the city 
debt. The city pay-roll amounts to 
about $15,000 per annum. This in- 
cludes the salaries of all chiefs, depu- 
ties or assistants in all of the depart- 
ments.

Provided that the city shall only be re- 
sponsible for the rent of said building while 
occupied fur the above mentioned purposes, 
and reserve the right to vacate the same 
without notice when they see fit to do so, 

‘lhe Clerk testified that while Maj. 
Kenniston was present when the prop- 
osition was submitted, he did not vote 
upon it. 

Maj. Kenniston testified that as a 
member of the Auditing Committee of 
the board of trustees be had declined to 
act when livery bills in the name 
of Kenniston & Brazleton came 
up to be passed upon, but that, as 
chairman of the committee he had 
signed all bills approved by the com- 
mittee—tbhose of the firm he was inter- 
ested in as wellas the others.

The announcement that Home Secretary 


Matthews in London had ordered the body | — 


of James McHenry to be exhumed on sus- 
picion that he bad died of arsenical poison- 
ing amazed all Philadelphia and aston- 
ished many others who once knew the aged 
millionaire. At one time he was by all 
odds the richest American living abroad, 
but he dissipated. much of his wealth in 
extravagant living and unfortunate specu- 
lations., And now it is charged that he 
poisoned himsclf or was poisoned to de- 
fraud theinsurance companies,- 


At his princely residence, known as Oak |. 


Lodge, on the Addison road, London, he 
‘once entertained ex-Queen Isabella of 
Spain, and later he paid her $1,000,000 in 
bonds of the Atlantic and Great Western 
raijway for her coal lands. in Clinton and

and on some of these occasions the dinner 
was prepared throughout in Paris and gent 
over to London. Others who have dined 
with him testify that he usually had a

in the center of the table; that his dinner 
plate exceeded that of the queen in rich- 
ness, and that all parts of the earth, from 
the mountain tops to the depths of the sea, 
were laid under contribution for luxuries. 
The McHeury family is one of the oldest 
And most noetedin Philadelphia. Dr. Mc- 
Henry was inthe early part of this century 
an eccentric literary and professional man, 
and his son, inheriting some of the same 
qualities, went abroad at an early age. He 
wasa wealthy cMizen of Liverpool when 
the American civil war broke out; he be- 
came involved and lost much of his wealth, 
but went to London and made a bigger for- 
tune. He had married a Miss Gardner, of 
Belfast, who was of great assistance to him 
in every way, but his many children all

died on. or before reaching maturity, and 
some years ago his wife died also. Since 
then he has failed very fast, and his friends 
scout the idea of suicide, declaring that he 
died simply of old age and general debility. 

‘His successin getting royal and titled 
persons toinvest in his various railroad 
and mining schemes was simply wonder- 
ful, and he was on fairly intimate terms 
with Lord Bury, Sir Morton Peto and 
many otber distinguished capitalists. His 
sister, Mrs. J. Bellanger Cox, who reached 
London in time to attend his funeral, de- 
clares with indignation that not a particle 
of evidence of poisoning has been found, 
and that the home secretary acted entirely 
upon the suggestion of some anonymous 
letters. 

Mr. James A. Reilly, of 182 Broadway, 
New York, is made heir to one-fourth: of 
the estate left by Mr. McHenry. This was 
at first reported tosum up many millions, 
and is now alleged to be but a small affair, 
and as the insurance on Mr. McHenry’s 
life is reported all the way from a few 
thousands upto $6,000,000, Mr. Reilly is 
naturally interested enough to go to Lon- 
don and see about it. 

He was no relatiofi to Mr. McHenry, but 
simply his agent in New York and a very 
trusted friend. He is some fifty years old, 
thick set, quiet but genial, popular with 
bis friends and already worth some $250,000.
